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NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


Although Jews have but a remote interest in the ministerial crisis in Servia, 
they cannot be indifferent to the great and far-reaching struggle which appears 
to be impending in South-Eastern Europe, between Russian and Austrian 
interests, The revision of the Berlin Treaty will only be obtained at a fearful 
cost, but the political atmosphere appears to be heavy with threatening thunder- 
storms. The art of diplomacy will be exerted, no doubt successfully, to ward off 
the direful consequences of the agitations in the Balkan Peninsula, in Servia and 

Roumania. Much yet remains to be done in Roumania before an appearance of 
carrying out the conditions of the Berlin Treaty affecting the status of the Jews 
can be made manifest. But no people will have more reason than the Jews 


to desire that peace may be preserved. Should the fire reach the cedars of 
Lebanon, it will fare ill indeed with the hyssop on the wall. 


The manner in which it is proposed to supply a preacher to the Centra: 
Synagogue cannot be considered satisfactory. The proposal, briefly stated, is 
that the three Western Synagogues—the Central, Bayswater, and New West 
End—shall arrange for alternate sermons by the two ministers of the Bayswater 
and New West End Synagogues. The proposal is not regarded with favour by 
the members of the Bayswater Synagogue, and will certainly be opposed at the 
Council by the representatives of other synagogues. The Committee of the St, 
John’s Wood Synagogue have already signified their strong disapproval of the 
scheme. The members of the Central Synagogue have not shown any great 
enthusiasm in favour of any proposal which might be adopted. Only 66 mem- 
bers replied to the circular issued to test their opinion, and, curiously, exactly 22 
signified their approval of each of the three alternative proposals submitted to 
the seatholders.

Herr Tisza, the Hungarian Premier, has expressed with no uncertain sound 
his views on the disgraceful anti-Jewish agitation in Hungary. Ina speech to 
his censtituents at Grosswardein, on the 19th inst., he said : “ With regard to the 
anti-Jewish agitations, [ confess it to have been a sore disappointment to me to 
perceive that in Hungary the occult prejudices of past centuries have appeared 
again. I should never have believed it possible.” Further on he adds: [, for 
my part, do not look upon the Jewish Question as a question of anti-Semitism, 
but as a question of the good reputation and the honour of our native land. The 
watchword is Anti-Semitism ; the result rapine. It is the duty of the Government 
to provide for the security of person and property, and also for the preservation 
of religious peace.’ There was never any doubt respecting Herr Tisza’s feelings 
towards the Jews. His speech places these feelings in» a clear light. Hig allu- 
sion to the reputation and honour of the Hungarian nation should rouse in favour 
of the Jews the latent chivalrous feelings of the Hungarians, 


In these days of Jew-hatred and Jew-baiting, a recent incident in the town 


of dJarotechin, in the German province of Posen, deserves more than ordinary 
notice, darotschin has for the last twelve years been ruled by a Jewish Mayor, 

Herr Goldring ; and so universal was the satisfaction which he gave to all classes 
of the population in the exercise of his municipal functions, that he has just been 
unanimously re-elected for a further term of twelve years by the Town Council 
consisting of twelve members, only a fourth of whom are Jews. The re-election 
of Herr Goldring, who is a strict Jew in every sense of the word, has afforded 
unbounded gratification to German and Pole, Christian and Jew, aristocrat and 
peasant alike. Would that such concord and goodwill as exists at Jarotschin 


were more general in Germany and its great neighbours than it is at the present 
time, 


We earnestly hope that some practical action will be taken to bring before 
the Senate of the University of London the excellent suggestion made by the 
Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler, in a letter which we reproduce in another column. Dr. 
Adler suggests that the University of London should be induced to include 
Hebrew as one of the optional subjects in the examinations for the B.A. degree. 
‘The increased interest taken in England in Hebrew studies is a most gratifying 
sign of the times. Not only are there 30€ students of Hebrew at the University 
of Cambridge, but the cultivation of Hebrew knowledge is making manifest 
advances in all directions in England. Jews are peculiarly interested in these 


advances. They will, undoubtedly, take their full and proper share in the revival 
of Hebrew learning in England,

The Hebroth are far more than 
synagogues: they combine provision for public worship, friendly societiog 
“ houses of call,” and form local centres for immigrants from various towns of 
Poland. We have continually urged the necessity of bringing these Hebroth 
into relation with the larger life of the community. While a Cracow Jew remaing 
a member of the “ Krakauer Hebra,” he still retains the atmosphere of Cracow 
which he has brought with him. The process of assimilation becomes thereby 
ereatly retarded, It would be desirable if some plan could be hit upon for doing 


with the adult Pole in London what the Jews’ Free School does for his 
children. | 


The Visitation of Jewish Inmates of Hospitals, Asylums, &c., has received 
this week a desirable expansion by a movement being set on foot for the recular 
visitation of the Asylums, &c., in Lancashire. We publish in another column a 
report of a conference held between representatives of the Liverpool and Man. 
chester Congregations. This gathering was the outcome of a recent visit paid by 
the Rev. H. M. Silver, of the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation, to the Whit. 
tingham Lunatic Asylum, near Preston, for the purpose of inquiring into the 
condition of an inmate. He fornd nine Jewish inmates in the institution, and it 
appears that he made thorough inquiry into their general condition. The result 
of the visit was a report, which, after dealing with the necessity of forming a 
Committee to pay regular visits to this and other buildings where Jews are con- 
fined, stated: “It appears from information received from the superintendent 
that should any Jewish patient die, he or she would be interred in the burial- 
ground attached to the Asylum.” The Lancashire Visitation Committee which 
will be formed will perform duties analogous to those so efficiently discharged 


by the Visitation Committee of the United Synagogue, The movement has our 
heartiest sympathy. | 


Among several of our coreligionists who have signified their intention of 
joining the British Association in their meeting in Canada next summer Isa rising 
chemist, Mr. Raphael Meldola, F.C:‘S., who goes for the purpose of chemical 
research. This is a step in the right direction. At present but few Jewish young 
men in England have chosen the pursuit of science for their avocation, although 
the field is wide and open to all. Professors Gladstone and Lankester both urge 
the necessity of science being more specifically taught in all public schools, and 
the latter, when addressing the meeting of the British Association on Thursday 
week, said; “All knowledge which is deep enough to touch the causes of things 
is science ; all inquiry into the causes of things is scientific inquiry. To aid In

CREMATION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,—I am extremely obliged to your correspondent py for the honour he has | 
done me in replying to my letter of the 10th. His remark that he has read all I bring 
forward in Mr, Eassie’s “Cremation of the Dead” is somewhat erroneous, I frankly 
admit having studied Mr. Eassie’s, besides several other works on the subject, and I 
also own that I have availed myself of some of his quotations, giving, however, the 
sources from which he originally derived them, 

With regard to the mistake of using the term ammonium, instead of ammonia, 
that was a printer's error, the writer being well aware that the hypothetical base 
ammonium, NH 4, is incapable of existence in a free state, 

In reference to Professor P. Frazer's article, which I possess in the shape of a 
pamphlet, I have not seen any contradiction of the fact “that fires were kept burn- 
ing in the Valley of Tophet to consume the dead,” I find, on the other hand, that 
Canon Farrar quotes this passage in his “ Life of Christ.”’ If }py knew of the 
existence of this passage I wonder that he has never taken the opportunity to refute 
Professor Frazer, Canon Farrar, and Mr, Eassie, before the publication of my letter 
of the 10th. 

Your correspondent 4D)" then calls my opinion—“ that cemeteries are the hot- 
beds of infectious diseases "—erroneous, I think I have quoted sufficient authorities 
to support my statement, I prefer being guided by men like Professor Bianchi, Mr. 
Cooper, Dr. Reid, Professor Pettenkoffer, and many others, including Mr, Eassie, who 


“have all stated that cemeterics are the hotbeds of disease, Your correspondent DI 


will find some valuable information on this matter in their works, and he should 
also refer to a pamphlet, entitled “The Churchyards of London,” by Walker, Per- 
haps his opinions on the usefulness and practicability of cemeteries will become 
considerably shaken. 

At the present timea Medical Commission, appointed by the Brazilian Government. 
is sitting in that country toenquire into the nature of yellow fever, this disease having 
been very prevalent in Rio de Janeiro during the past year. Dr. Domingo Freire, 
one ofits members, has published, prior to the general report of the Commission, a little 
pamphlet, in which he (corroborated by all his colleagues) communicates the result 
of his investigations, and there is no doubt that fever germs are not destroyed by 


burial, and that the cause of the outbreak of yellow fever in Rio de Janeiro and 


environs may be traced to the cemeteries where persons who had died from this ter- 
rible disease some years ago had been interred, Had they been cremated the germs 
of the disease would have been annihilated, Of this fact FDI is perfectly aware, as 
Miss Ballin mentioned it in one of her letters ; but in spite of this, he wishes your 
readers to believe that great epidemics have never had their centre in the neighbour- 


hood of cemeteries, but only in the vicinity of hospitals, If )Dy is right in what 


he says, smallpox ought to rage in the neighbourhoods of Highgate and Stockwell, 
where smallpox hospitals are situated. Fever ought to be prevalent in the Liver- 
pool Road because the Fever Hospital is situated there, and so on, But is that really 
the case? | 

I regret being unable to tell }Dy whether the Rev, Mr. Long derived his legis- 
Jation from Mount Sinai or from one of the mountains of his native country, but I 
feel certain he derived his knowledge on cremation from the “ mount of toleration,” 
which your correspondent Dy)’ has, to all appearances, not climbed yet. That he

Your correspondent py’ says he is convinced that were the “ burning question ” 
now raised here, the number of medical men opposed to, would far exceed those in 
fayour of, cremation, Iam not so sure of that. Up to the present time the oppo- 
sition to cremation has been very weak indeed. Some scientists are convinced that 
burial is dangerous to the public health, others will follow, and although there will 


always be some scientific opponents (as there are at the present time to vaccination), 


scientific truth must be victorious in the end, And I feel sure that should the 
struggle in favour of cremation ever become national, those who are its advocates 
will gain the day, 

Finally, I think it but right to mention that I shall have to forego the pleasure 


of entering into a polemic with your correspondent )py’. We are not fighting with 


equal weapons, He argues from a religious basis, I from a scientific point of view. 
To prolong such a fight would prove unprofitable to either party in the end, a con- 
tinual trespassing on your valuable space, and a loss of time to both of us,

THE BITUMEN OF JUDEA.—An interesting investigation of the nature of thi 
natural product of Judea and the Dead Sea has been made by M. B. Delachanal, 
who has communicated his results to the French Academy of Sciences, It is 
employed in Palestineas an insecticide on the vines, and hence the recent attention 
it has attracted in France where sarants are still engrossed with the problem of fight. 
ing the phylloxera. Some kilogrammes of the bitumen were procured from the 
French Consul at Jerusalem by M. de Lesseps, and on this M. Delachanal ha 
operated. He finds the presence of a considerable quantity of sulphur in its compo 
sition. It is a deep brown colour, nearly back, and of a friable nature, It conta 
27 per cent. of oil, hich is nearly colourless and of the nature of petroleum. A 
solid paraffin can also be extracted from it. The result of these experiments is that 
the bitumen of Judea, if it prove efficacious as an insecticide, may also be turned to 
rood account by the manufacturing chemist, in the production of sulphur and 
illuminating oils. The presence of sulphur in its composition appears to assign 
it 2 mineral, not organic origin. Should the Dead Sea Canal be constructed. it ks 
probable that a profitable trade may arise from this natural product.— Laginecrty),

violence of the mob. Two hundred families were rendered homeless. Asit 
happened, telegraphie communication with the town of Jekaterinoslav, the centre 
of the Government, was interrupted at the time of the outbreak, and the Cossacks 
who were ultimately despatehcd to quell the disorders did not reach Novormios 

kovsk until mehtfall. The troops, however, sper dily restore d order, after tive of 
the rioters had been killed. Thirty more were arrested. The cause of the out- 
break was the discovery that a Russian church had been plundered, th 


eorobbery 
being attributed to the Jews. 


The trials of persons implicated in the anti-Jewish riots which took place at 
Pressbure as long ago as September of last year, have only Just been finally con- 
cluded, owing to the sentences passed on some of the prisoners by the Court of 
First Instance having been appealed against. In one case, that of the leader of 
the mob, the Higher Court has raised the sentence from nine months to three 
years, and eleven other persons who likewise received but slight punishments, 
have been condemned to imprisonment for terms varying from six to twenty-four 
months. 

Anti-Semitie emissaries have been endeavouring to foment disturbances in 
Poland, but the police having obtained information ‘us to their doings, were 
enabled to arrest several of the agitators before any aisclicf could be done. 
This was notably the case at Lodz, where riots had been arranged for the &th 
inst., a feast-day, and at Warsaw. 

A telegram from Vienna states that in Vezsprim excesses against the Jews 
have recommenced, Several rioters have been arrested. In Boldogfa all the 
Jews’ houses were burned tothe ground. The incendiaries were all arrested. 


HERR TISZA ON THE ANTI-JEWISH AGITATIONS IN HUNGARY 


The Hungarian Premier, Herr Tisza, made a speech last week to his constit - 
uents.in which he expressed himself as follows: | 

“ Concerning the two questions at present so urgent for Hungary, the Croatian 
troubles and the anti-Jewish agitations, it is my conviction that, should the attempt 
be made anywhere to solve political questions or differences by wearing the legitimate 
and constitutional favours, and by means of street riots, it is the first duty of 
Government to prove that this is impossible, and that order and respect for the law 
must be restored. When this task is accomplished, then follows the second, namely, 


that those who had the power to restore order may exercise the important virtue of 


moderation. I believe that in every case, when onee the impotence of rebellion 
against power has become manifest, the most equitable and conciliatory proceedings 
must ensue With regard to the anti-Jewish agitations, I confess 1t to have been fh 
sore disappointment to me to perceive that in Hungary the occult prejudices of past 


centuries have appeared. again, I-should never hav. believed 1t possible. We 


must never at any time forget that the Hungarian nation and the Hungarian State 
have many enemies. Every disturbance of this nature, which tn other countries i 
teld as a local evil and is condemned as such, reflects in Hungary upon the State and 
the nation. What has rescued Hungary so often? I he sympathy of Civilised, 
liberty-loving nations, Elated with liberal ideas, what happers now! Hungary 
refutes this sympathy, The moral credit of the Hungarian nation Is assailed by this 
commotion, I, for my part, do not look upon this Jewish question as a poms of 
anti-Semitism, but as a question of the good reputation and the honour of our native 
land, The watchword is anti-Semitism ; the result rapine, It 13 the duty of Govern- 
ment to provide for the security of person and property, and also for preserving 
religious peace. If Government can do this it can only be by force, and Enid the 
commotion increase in extent, temporary restrictions of liberal hfe would have to 
be used: but is it good and judicious to compel Government to these measures . Is 
+t not better and more correct that society should take up the case, and, by 
energetic action, prevent the evil; and in this endeavour the citizens of the State,

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As the occasion has come round for the last few years for reviewing the events. 
of Jewish interest that have occurred during the preceding twelvemonth, we 


_ have had to recognize that the affairs of foreign Jews have exceeded in import- 


ance all that had happened in our own country. In a measure this can also 
be said of 5643, but our first thought on looking back at the present year is 


of the many deplorable gaps that rave been left in the ranks of English Jews.. 


We will not anticipate here the sad list of the communal losses, but if these 
had been only confined to the Master of the Rotus and the genial Minister 
of the Central Synagogue, our first thought would have been of the irreparable 
losg English Judaism has sustained dering the past year, Their places in 
the community were widely different, the one in a degree outside it, the other 
mixing with, and influencing, every movement within it. Yet each of these 
Positions was of a special kind in its influence on the community and we can 
ROW recognize how unique was the place of each. Others may arise to fill 
posts outside or inside the community of equal importance, but their peculiar 
relations to Anglo-Judaism are broken for ever, and we may truly say of them 
* We shall never see their like again.” 


Apart from these losses, the history of the community has. consisted of | 


those small but necessary adaptations to altered circumstances, in which true 
progress consists and to which we shall shortly refer. But for events affect- 
ing Judaism of wide-reaching Importance we must look abroad in S643 as we 
have had to do i preceding vears, In our retrospect of the vear S641 we had 
to give due prominence to the rise and culmination of anti-Jewish feeling in 
Germany, Last year the thoughts of all Jews were filled with the terrible 


persecutions of the Jews ith Russia. And this year another eountry of Hastern:

It may fairly be said that no trial of modern times hot of a political 
nature has ‘attracted sO) mueh of the world’s attention as that af the sews of 
Tisza-Eszlar for the murder of Esturr SonyMost, The preliminary investi- 
gations under the now notorious Bary had been seo protracted to Tarse 
expectations to fever height snd, we now know, had been so manipulated as to 
produce a strony prand fucie the aecused, Then there was the 
terrible spectacle, having all the fascination of the horrible, of the boy Monrty. 
Scuarr displaying an almost diabolic readiness to swear his father’s life away, 
From the aspect given to the case by the foreed depositions of the leatinian 
SMiLovics it almost seemed that even if the original erime had not Leen eom- 
mitted, some Jews had been wicked enough and stupid enough to plana fraud 
of the grossest kind in palming off another dead body as Estuen’s. And 
around and above the special circumstances of the ease there arose, as a red 
spectre of medievalism, the oft repeated and oft refuted charge that Jews use 
Christian blood for ritual purposes in the service of the Passover, The Middle 
Ages themselves were on trial, The Tisza-Eszlar case seemed about to afford 
an eXperimentuns crucis of the truth of the * Blood Accusation,” | 

And these elements of interest culminated in an almost tragie form in 
the actual trial at Nviregvhaza, The first few days of the trial seemed to 
confirm all that the most virulent anti-Semites had said about the ease, The 
whole world was looking On hy means of the special reports sent to all the 
publie organs of Europe, And in the courthouse itself a fanatie erowd was 
exhibiting the most violent sympathy with the accusers endia most rabid 
antipathy to the accused, an antipathy which seemed) for the moment ta be 
shared by the judge. As the trial proceeded, however, events took another 


turn without losing In Interest, Slowly but surely ly the skilful cross-examii- 


nation of the witnesses by Counsellor Borvos, vital points ino the deposition 


of the chief and only: witness of the imputed murder were shown to be ineon- 
aistent with facet. Tt was shown that Mstirer had been seen long atter the

lecting evidenee, had been condemned to fourteen Vears’ lmprisoument for ne 


less a crime than murder. The character of the iivestigation was essentially 


changed by these revelations, The Jews of Tisza-Eszlar ceased to be the 
real aceased + the administration of Hungarian justice was on trial, 

All the world knows the outcome of the searching InVestivation at 
Nyiregyhaza. The judge refused to receive the deposition of Moritz Scuare, 
the only witness against the accused, and they were acquitted and: released 


after eighteen months’ imprisonment on a false and trumped up charge, A 


few significant incidents suggested a close connection between the origin of 
the accusation and the leaders of the anti-Semitic party in) Austro-Tlungary, 
The altercation between Oxopy and Counsellor Eorvos and the persistent 


attempts by Professor Roniiye to substantiate the Blood Accusation from 


Jewish writings served to show. the hidden connection between the anti- 
Semites and the accusation. Finally to all impartial spectators the trial had 
‘really solved the mystery of Ester Sorymosi’s death. From little indica- 
tions scattered through the depositions, it became almost certain, as we 
showed at the time, that Estuer Sorymosr had committed suicide, goaded 
thereto by the harsh treatment of her mistress, Frau Hunt. And when the 
highest medical authorities of the Empire declared the corpse found in the 
Theiss to be that of a girl corresponding in every way to Estuer, the evi- 
dence to the contrary, founded on the views of the local * doctors,” a dentist, a 
barber, and a medical student, vanished entirely, and not alone was Estuer’s 
death accounted for but her body, without any marks of violence on it, was 
‘Jentified to the satisfaction of all impartial observers, 

The populace of Austro-Hungary were, however, not to be included in 
the ranks of impartial observers. When the Judges declared the accused 
entirely innocent of the charge, the Hungarian mob seemed like wild animals 
balked of their prey. At Pressburg, at Buda-Pesth, where the Scuarrs, 
father and son, had sought refuge, at Zala Egersseg, and elsewhere anti- 
Jewish riots of great severity occurred, Thanks, however, to the energetic action 
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of the Hungarian Government, contrasting strongly with that of Russia two 
vears ago, the epidemic was not allowed to spread, and the agitation seems at 
the moment of writing to have died away. Under the circumstances it seems 
doubtful whether it would be wise policy, though strict justice requires it, to 
rewire those feelings by the public bringing to task of Bary and his associates, 
The revelations of their pernicious practices brought forward at the trial itself 
were sufficient to convince all impartial persons, and those who are not impar- 
tial would not be convinced by any amount of proof. The official record of 
the trial will stand as a monument of a most momentous struggle of nineteenth- 
century justice against mediawval oppression and torture, 
We have lingered at some length over the Tisza-Eszlar trial, as this cause 
celébre has been undoubtedly the chief topie of interest in the foreign annals 


of Jews during 5643. Unfortunately, Hungary does not stand alone in having ° 


afforded the spectacle of mediaeval persecution of Jews during the last year, 


The result of the Tisza-Eszlar trial was awaited with as much impatience in 


Russia as in Hungary; and the favourable verdicts seemed to be as much 
resented in the Empire of the Czar as of the Kaiser, At Ekaterinoslay and 
other towns, severe riots occurred against the Jews, which differed only from 
those of former years by the prompt action taken by the local authorities in 
quelling the disturbances. Though the Czar’s advisers seem to have learnt a 
lesson as to the popular oppression of the Jews, there are no. signs of 


the cessation of official persecution, Old laws are being revived and 
recent ones put into foree without consideration of the effects on the Jews 


involved, And notwithstanding the favourable views expressed in a pamphlet 
hy Prince Demiporr St, Doxato, Member of the Commission now sitting on 
the Jewish question, there is little reason to hope of a favourable issue to the 
deliberations of that body. By the logie of unredson the Czar’s Govern- 
nent Continues to treat foreign Jews as harshly as those under its own juris- 
diction, English Jew employe of an Hnglish firm was_ refused 
permission to stay at St. Petersburg as a right, and he refused to claim it as 
favour, 

Hungary and Russia have not had the monopoly of intolerance during 
the past year, An International Anti-Semitic Congress met at Dresden, and 
another last Aprilat Chemnitz, Anti-Jewish riots have occurred Algeria 
and even in Switzerland, once as bigoted against the Jews as any country, 
but recently more tolerant. Of Roumania we have to repeat the stereotyped 
formula that the provisions of the Treaty of Belin are still openly defied hy that 
country. © Moroceo has reminded the Jewish world of its existence in a charae- 
teristié fashion, by a dastardly act of flogging Jewish girls at Casablanca, 
Even in Jerusalem disturbanees have arisen, though the struggle arose from 
the ill-will spread between Jew and Jew by the temptations of the mission- 
aries, “That Jews have shared in the general distress in Egypt is merely to 
assert that they haye a common lot with their fellow-countrymen : private 
help has done much towards the alleviation of their sufferings, 

What a contrast to all these sad scenes is presented by France! While 
the Hungarian Parliament took the trouble to discuss the question whether 
the emancipation of the Jews should be repealed, M. Davin Raywan 
received the Portfolio of Minister of Public Works in the Junes Ferry 
Cabinet, M. Rewyay, too, added his efforts toward harmony by a Conference 
on the original identity of Judaisin and Christianity, The French Govern- 
ment has even ereated a Chair for French literature at the Sorbonne in ordey 
that they might retain the services of M. Arsexe Yet 
even here a small cloud has appeared threatening ill in the shape of an  anti- 
Jewish journal UAntisencitigue and of a speech of M. Lockroy’s in the French 
Chamber, | | 

While the year has been full of these ominous rumours of a general 
spread of ill-will against Jews, the importance of which (we remark en passa ) 
may be somewhat exaggerated, it has not been without signs of a more hopeful 
character in measures taken to ameliorate the condition of Jews. First among 
them we may refer to the scheme for the colonisation of Palestine by those 
Jews who suffered from persecution, This plan was strongly adyocated by 
Mr. Laurance Onrrnanr and by ourselves, and resulted in the foundation of 
two large colonies of Roumanian Jews in Palestine. Owing to the apathy 
shown in Europe by Jews who might have organised these well meant but 
necessarily inexperienced attempts, these colonies have resulted in failure for 
the moment, Similar attempts in America have turned out most satisfactory, 
and while some of the victims of Russian persecution have thus solved the 
problem of Jewish agriculture, the remainder of those who are clustered a4 
Brody at the time of writing our last summary have been repatriated under 
the milder régime of Count Tolstoi, 

With this the substantial work of the Mansion House Fund practically 
ceased, and that body issued a final report and presented an addyess to the 
Lord Mayor at the conclusion of Sir Joux W. Exxis’s term of office on 
behalf of themselves and of the Jews of England. The Trustees of the Fund 
haye since had to deal only with the necessary surplus details of so large 
an undertaking.

- We have spoken of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue ; let us turn 
our memory to our synagogues generally. The United Synagogue has again 
coped successfully with a problem of ever increasing difficulty : how to make 
both ends meet. The New West End Synagogue has made a fresh contri- 
bution to this problem, by its resolve to replace the weekly offerings by 
voluntary subscriptions. The success of the neighbouring Bayswater Syna- 
gogue has given rise to a proposal for its enlargement, a proposal that was 
vehemently discussed at the time in these columns. ‘The pressure of the 
Jewish population in this neighbourhood is shown by the proposal of a new 
synagogue at Notting Hill, Outside London a new synagogue has been 
obtained for the Hull Congregation, while Manchester has obtained another 


| burial-ground, ang the Western Synagogue has bought land * 
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We have also to notice from the Cambridge School two works on ZeEcHa-

From synagogues to ministers is but a short step. An important — 
Jebate was held at the Council of the United Synagogue as. to the 
aualifications of Jewish Ministers, with especial regard to their nation- 
ality and capacity to preach in English. .A conference likewise took 
Jace as to the possibility of establishing a rotation of preachers 
and preaching at the West End synagogues, The usual changes and pro- 
motions among our spiritual guides have occurred during the past year. The 
North London Synagogue has found an efficient First Reader in the Rev. 8S. 
Mvyz, and the St. John’s Wood Synagogue has relieved the Rev. B. 
BERLINER of some portion of his. duties by the election of the Rev. M. 
RosENsTEIN to the post of Reader and Seeretary. The Central Synagogue 
nas suffered irreparable loss, some part of which it has temporarily supplied 
ny the appointment of the Rev. E. Sgro as its Reader, The Liverpool 
Old Hebrew Congregation has elected the Rev. H. Burman as Reader, and 
England has lost one of the most promising of her young Jewish 
ministers by the election of Dr. Joserm Anranams as Minister of the 
Melbourne Congregation. 

The greater share taken by English Jews in the national life has been 
shown during the past year by several gratifying facts, The opening of the 
new buildings of the City of London Scheol, erected from the designs of Jewish 
architects, Messrs. Davis and IieMANvUEL, was attended by many old pupils of 
the institution, who have added lustre to its annals. By the civie election 
iy Jewish gentlemen were elected members of the Common Council of the 
City of London, and one of them, Mr. Samven Harris, for the first time. 
Lieut.-Colonel Putneas Cowan has been elected Sheriff of London and 
Middlesex, while Mr. H. A. Isaacs has vacated his seat on the Common 
Council to be promoted to the bench of Aldermen. The success of our arms 
in Egypt was celebrated in our synagogues by a Thanksgiving Service on 
the first day of last Tabernacles. We may refer here to the remarkable 
cyeeess of Jewish chess-players at the Tournament held in London this 
year, In the provinees we have to record the erection of a Free Public 
Library at Leicester, by the munificence of Mr. Councillor I. Ianr. ‘Two 
Jewish gentlemen have been elected members of provincial School Boards : 
Mr A. G. at Brighton, and Mr, A. L. at Portsmouth, 
And we may refer here to the acceptance of the post of Minister of Justice 
in New South Wales by the Hon, H. E. Coury of that Colony. 

Having drifted into personal items, we may record some of the various 
honours obtained by English Jews during the past year. The number of Jewish 
haronets has been increased by the raising of Mr. C. J. Jessen to that 
honour in recognition of his father’s invaluable contributions to the form and 
substance of modern law. Knighthood has been conferred on Mr, Jacon 
Beurens, of Bradford, for his services in connection with the negotiations 
fora Commercial Treaty with France. Baron pe 
has been appointed by Her Magesry High Sheriff for Lord BeaconsriELp’s 
County, and Captain Anperr Gorpsmip, who has taken great interest in the 
Jewish Colonisation of Palestine, has gained a step, and is now Major Gorp- 
wip. The great demonstration of the English Bar, on the retirement of 
Mr.J.P. Bensamiy, Q.C., from the scenes of his great triumphs, testified 
to the universal esteem that gentleman had gained by his private character, 
as well as by his forensic talents. 
Turning to the centres of English intellectual life, we have to record a 
significant incident in the joint refusal of the Universities of Oxford and 
Canbridge to accept a bequest intended to subvention an annual sermon for 
the conversion of Jews. At the former University a Jew, Mr. Hermann 
Coney, has obtained a Hebrew Scholarship. The first Professorship in 
Ireland, and the first Professorship for Natural Science held by a Jew in the 
United Kingdom, has been obtained by Dr. Marcus Hartog, brother of 
our lamented Numa Harroa, on his appointment as Professor of Botany at 
Queen’s College, Cork. | 

Universities and literature should be correlated and may. be here con- 
nected.

Dr. Laypsnenc, of Liegnitz, and Dr. the phi- 
lanthropist of Salonica, Mevptian Jews have lost Baron Mesascr 
and Jacon Carraty Bey, Belgium, Senator and Hungary, 
Chief Rabbi Scuremben, member of the Austrian Refehsrath. In Cormany, 
Privy Councillor Magses of Berlin, Dr. Jorn, of the Breslau Seminary, and 
Dr. Leovonp STEIN have dropped from the ranks. Across the Atlantic, 
American Judaism has to mourn the loss of Prof. AST. Davin of Montreal 
University, and Rey. Dr. HE. Vipaver of San Franciseo, 

None of these names, however, approach at allin importance to that of 
Sir Grorce Jessen, who was snatched away from England from 
Jews in the zenith of his powers, and while his reputation was still inereasing. 
The universal grief shown for his. loss showed that it was little less than a 
national calamity. Tis death followed close upon, and in some measure 
eclipsed that of the late Rey. A. TL. Gree, the esteemed and genial minister 
of the Central Synagogue, He had been one of the most valiant of the com- 
batants in the Mimaneipation strugyle, and still more in the efforts made to 
make the emancipation real, Ife formeda tink between the oldl and new forms 
of Anglo-Judaism, and had done much to effect the transition. It was 
only after his death that the Jewish publie learned that Mr. Grerw was the 
“ Nemo” of our columns, Whose trenchant epistles had done good. service 
in the reform of our ritual, and in calling attention to the weak points in 
the communal armour, Besides these two giants, we have to reeord the 
loss of a true benefuetor of Jewish poor In Erurnaim Arex, founder of the 


Jewish Board of Guardians, of a benefactor of a less energetic type in Mr. 


NATHANIEL Monrerionr, an old and esteemed minister in the Rev. MLN, 


Naruan, one of the first supporters of Liberal ideas and a veteran meniber of 
the London Municipality in Mr. Enras Davis. Baron pr Worms 
had lived a retired life-some time before his death, which did not, therefore, 
cause such a blank as it otherwise might have done, The Spanish and Por- 
tuguese Congregation have lost an energetic worker in Mr. Danret.Cas- 
TELLO, while the sad death of Mr. M. 8. Oprenuer™ has deprived the other 
half of the community of an active, keen, and eonscientious adviser, The 
death of the Hon. Siueoy Jacons, late Justice at the Cape, cut off a 
earecr full of great promise. ities 

Besides these losses we hare to record the deaths of friends outside our 
The late RCHBISHO?P OF CANTERBURY had always shown vyreat kind- 
ness to Jews, and his loss was lamented mn our pulpits. Sir Geoncs Bowyer 
formerly a frequent contributor to the Jewish Chronicle, and Mr. Ee Cazaver, 
whose life-task was the improvement of the economic condition of the Holy. 
Land, deserve recognition here. And. Dr. Pusey had devoted his life as 
much to the promotion of the study of Hebrew as to the foundation of 
Anglicanism. He has been succeeded by the Rey. R. 8. Driver, already 
well known for contributions to Rabbinic and Biblical exegesis. The recent 
loss of the Rev. Heyny Srespine will be felt by many of our coreligionists 
who are connected with University College, 

If we may summarize the summary we hare now gone through, the 
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Tierq-Esylar trial and the deaths of Sir Georas Jesser and the Rev. A. 
L. Gnxew stand out most prominently among its items. The latter come 
home nearer to English Jews, and this review of 5643 cannot conclude more 
appropriately than with the wish that the spirit of these men may live on 
amongst us, prompting to noble devotion to the national life outside us, or 


to the communal life about us, which may be narrower, but is thereby the 
more intense, 


On unday lasta representative conjoint preliminary meeting of the Presidents 
and Ministers of the Manchester and Liverpool Congregations was held at the Man- 
chester Jews’ Schools, for the purpose of forming a conjoint Jewish Visitation 
Committee for the inmates of pauper lunatic asylums, Hospitals and prisons in the 
county of Lancashire, similar to the Visitation Committee of the United Synagogue, 
London, | 

There were present : the Revs. Dr. Solomon, L. M. Simmons, M, Stern, J. H. 
Valentine, and H, Gollancz, and Messrs, 8. Goldstone (South Manchester Synagogue), 
and I, A, Isaacs of Manchester ; the Revs, Dr. Stern, J. Polack, H. M. Silver, and H, 
Burman, and Mr, George S. Yates, of Liverpool. 

Mr, George 8. Yates, President of the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation, was 
voted to the Chair. Apologies were tendered on behalf of Mr. Ralph 8, Moss (President 
of the Old Manchester Congregation), the President of the Spanish and*Portuguese 
Jongregation, Mr. A. L. Benas and Mr. PhilhpS. Levy, of Liverpool ; expressing 
their regret at not being able to be present, and promising their hearty co-operation 
in the movement. | 

The CHAIRMAN briefly explained the object of the mecting, stating that there 
were nearly 20 Jews in the four county asylums of Lancashire, and that for these 
inmates, as also the Jewish inmates of hospitals and prisons, there was no organised 
system of visitation. Unclaimed pauper lunatics were buried in the cemeteries of 
the asylums to which they were drafted, and as no agreement or understanding 
existed between the six congregations of Manchester and Liverpool for the inter- 
ment of deceased Jewish pauper lunatics, great diffculty,and possibly scandal, was 
likely to arise in the community through the shifting of responsibility from con- 
gregation to congregation. | 

The following resolutions were unanimously passed : 

“That itis desirable, in Jewish interests, that a Visitation Committee be formed for the 
periodical visitation of Jowish inmates of pauper lunatic asylums, Hospitals, and prisons in 
Jancashire.”’ 

“That the Visitation Committee consist of the Ministers of the six recognised + ynagogues of 
Manchester and Liverpool, toget!. er with one lay representative fro n each of the said synagogues,” 

“That a copy of the foregoing resolutions be forwarded to the President and C. mmittces of the 
Manchester and Liverpo>l synag gues, scliciting their official sancti and assis‘anceto the 
movement.” 

It was decided to convene a further meeting on receipt of replies from the 
synagogues, | 

The meet ng terminated with a hearty vote of thanks to Mr. Yates for presiding,

* The Bcquests so marked are not condned to momhers of the Synagogue, 
The Ciuthing to be distributed consists of 20 Overcoats, 16 Men's suits and 16 Women's Suits, 
Great care and trouble are tak«n in the allotment of these bequeste, and strin- 
gent inquiries are made both by the officials of the United Synagogue and by the 
Board ot Guardians as to the worthiness of each individual applicant, With regard 


to the Bequest of the Jate Mr. M. B. Worms (£5 each to 2t persons, which is a very’ 


lage gift, and which is intended for giving assistance to persons in business, and not 
for the ordinary chronic cases of charity), special care is taken that only such per- 
rons as are likely to be benefited by thevift andare'ableto keepthemselvesabove the 
level of ordinary paupers, are awarded the benefits of this important legacy. Besides 
the above, a sum of money from the funds of the synagogue is distributed in order 
to mcet the many distressed cases of persons who are members of the United Syna- 
gogue either by reason of their marriage or because they at any time during their 
lives may have been seatbolders in one of the constituent rynagogues. 

‘It may be asserted without fear of contradiction that the proportion of charity 
distributed to members of the Jewish faith is much larger than among the members 
of any other denomination. The host of charitable institutions among the Jews is 
legion. ‘ihe distribution of relief is a constant occurrence, and at all times and 
reasons assistance is being rendered to our poorer brethren. But at the approach of 
any Jewish festival a larger amount of relief is bestowed than on ordinary occa- 
tone, This ia specially the case with regard to the New Year Holidays which this 
year fall so heavily on our poorer brethren, For four weeks they are deprived of 
nearly Lalf of the time during which they can labour, and only those persons them- 
selvee, or those whose associations bring them into close contact with the poor, know 
what such a sacrifice means, The few shillings which can be earned during the 
dayson which they may labour cannot keep them, and as in the majority of 
cases they have large families, they are compelled to seek extraneous help, Besides 
the chief dispenser of charitable relief, the Board of Guardians, there are other in« 


ttitutions which at this seaeon of the year dole out relief, notably, the Sabbath 
Meals Society, | |

THE STUDY OF HEBREW. 
The following letter from the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler,’ Delegate Chief 
Rabbi, appeared in Tuesday’s Times :— 
Srr,—The interesting letter on “ The Imagery of the Psalms’

columns on the neglect of Hebrew studies in this country. While admitting that 
in the main, the Jeremiad of your correspondent is only too well founded, I gladly 
testify that this stigma attaches itself in a lesser degree to the two older Universi. 
ties. More especially at Cambridge, a renaissance is taking place in respect to the 
cultivation of Hebrew lore, a result mainly due to the zealous ladours of Dr, 
Schiller-Szinessy. The impetus there given to this branch of learning is evidenced 
by the fact that editions of many a rare codex and original works, stamped with the 
hall-mark of sound scholarship. have been published by a small band of devoted 
workers. and by the even more gratifying circumstance that, as recorded in The Tima 
of yesterday, the University numbers no less than 300 students of Hebrew. 

Could not their younger and energetic sister, the University of London, be in. 
duced to take some action with the view of promoting a more diffused knowledge of 
this venerable tongue’? As the regulations stand at present, a candidate for the 
' matriculation examination is called upon to show a competent knowledge (in addi- 
tion to other branches) in any two of the following languages :—Greek, French, 
German, and either Sanskrit or Arabic. A candidate for the B A. degree is required 
to pass an examination in one of the following languages :—English, French, 
German, Italian, Sanskrit. Could not Hebrew be specified as one of the optional 
subjects in this branch ? 

Permit me. in conclusion, to correct an erroneous assumption of Lord Braye, 
He believes that the * Treasures of Oxford,” containing gems of medieval poetry, 
is the only book of its kind that has appeared. Hebrew literature is not so poorly 
represented. Even in this country the descendants of the Psalm’st have been rescued 
from oblivion by the potent aid of the printing press. Witness Professor Chenery 
edition of Alcharizi's “ Machberoth Ithiel.” Yet even a cursory glance at the con- 
tents of the Bodleian Library and the British Museum would convince your corres 
pondent of the number of Hebrew compositions which have come down to our time 
from the Middle Ages. And these works, characterized as they are by religious fer- 
vour and beauty of style, prove their authors to be not unworthy sons of David and
